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A large audience comfortably 
filled the main auditorium of the 
Baptist church yesterday morning 
to witness the opening exercises of 
the Texas Woman’s College. 
An organ 
voluntary

Lillebridge was the first number 
on the program. 
The President of the college, Dr. 
G. B. Butler, read the 12th chapter 
of Romans, and made comments 
drawing some useful lessons, ap­ 
propriate for the occasion. 
Dr. I. F. Betts led in prayer. 
Dr. J. D. West talked on Chris­ 
tian Education. His remarks were 
rich in learning and forcible in the 
enunciation of the principles of 
Christian Education. 
He showed 
the limitations of an education in 
. material science only, and pointed 
out the need for education that 
will not atop with the training of 
the faculties—the animal part of 
man’s nature— but wiil enable us 
to extract the good from the truth 
learned and properly apply it. 
“Christianity,” said the speaker, 
“ wants lo get rid of competition, 
commercialism,overreaching,’’and 
wants to substitute co-operation, 
and the rule of brotherly love. 
Even the science of ecotaomica ap­ 
proves this aspiration, and mate­ 
rial gain from a given amount of 
labor 
would he vastly greater 
Do away with locks, and guards, 
and checks, and bookkeepers, and 
advertising, and the many cor 
rolaries of competitive production, 
and the result is apparent. 
The 
multiplication table is an instru­ 
ment, not an end—and it is an in­ 
strument which Christian educa­ 
tion will use to perform more ably 
the offices of love. 
Along this lofty plane of thought 
the speaker pitched his address. 
It was a deep study. 
He ended 
with a fervent godspeed to the 
work of this bour, in the launch­ 
ing of this institution. 
He wished 
great and glorious success to the 
Texas Woman’s College. 
Prof. H. H. Harrington’s name 
was next on the program. 
In an­ 
nouncing his name, Dr. Butler 
pronounced a glowing tribute to 
the esteem in which the new presi­ 
dent of the A. and M. College is 
held. 
Prof. Harrington could not 
be present on account of press of 
duties. 
Prof. R. O. Allen made a strong 
talk upon the subject of the Texas 
Woman’s College and its prospects. 
This school will bless Bryan,— 
Prof. Allen said, as surely as sun­ 
shine and showers will germinate 
good seed. 
F.M. Law responded with a short 
address, being named as a repre­ 
sentative of the Business League, 
and the business interests of Bryan. 
He named two things as indispen­ 
sable to the success of this school— 
purpose and loyalty. 
“The Texas 
Woman’s College 
is 
richly en­ 
dowed with both,” said Mr. Law. 
It stands for the best; its teachers 
and faculty are selected with that 
in view. 
Loyalty he believed to 
he strong in the breasts not only 
of the teachers, the officers, but 
also on the part of the citizenship 
of Bryan. 
In such a friendly soil, 
and with such a purpose, the 
school cannot fail. 
Dr. Butler was greatly encour­ 
aged by the spirit of the addresses, 
the attendance, and the favorble 
auspices under which the school is 
launched, and so expressed him­ 
self in the closing remarks. 
The 
meeting ended with a vocal solo by 
Mrs. Lillebridge. 
After the exercises, the school 
work proper was begun at the 
school rooms, by the assignments 
to classes of the students. 
The school opened with an en­ 
rollment of forty students, with 
more to come during this week.

with the passing of th* mouth not a 
vestitge of sickness will remain. 
The 
record for the week ending 
Saturday 
was the best since August with a total 
of 183 cases and tw enty-three deaths, 
against 
281 
cases 
and 
thirty-tw o 
deaths the preceding week. 
While some parishes have not agreed 
to the complete lifting of quarantines 
on Oct. 15. others have indicated a wil­ 
lingness to do so. and lf the ratio of 
Improvement is m aintained here it is 
expected by that time there will be 
little restriction against 
comm unica­ 
tion. 
Iii the country parishes 
increased 
interest is being shown 
In the fight 
here In view of the possibility of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s visit to New Orleans. 
There are people throughout the state 
who are anxious to come here and as­ 
sist in giving the 
president a typical 
Louisiana welcome, and if by the 20th 
conditions reach the point where there 
are only sporadic cases it is not Im - 
probable there will be a modification 
of quarantines to the extent of letting 
those who like to participate in the re­ 
ception come to the city. 
The success of the fight against the 
fever above Canal street is shown in 
the report for the last week. disclosing 
only a handful of case* and no deaths. 
In the down town section of the city 
outside the nest discovered in Mount 
Carmel asylum there were only ten 
cases found Sunday.
